The area over which gold has 
been found covers only 6000 acres, 
but some of the veins are of con- 
siderable thickness. 

The tract is a plain, circular in 
shape, bordered by a stream and 
encircled by mountains. The gold 
was discovered by three European 
prospectors.

ITALIAN PLANES

Quoram and Lake Ash- 
angi, With Many Losses, 
Fascists Report.

ASMARA, Eritrea, Dec. 21— 
Italian planes bombed and routed 
an Ethiopian column of 3000  be- 
tween Quoram and Lake Ashangi 
today, Italian headquarters report- 
ed. 

The Ethiopians were said to have 
suffered many casualties, and to 
have replied to the bombing with 
strong anti-aircraft fire. 

(Quoram and Lake Ashangi could 
not be found on available maps, but 
it was presumed they are in North- 
ern Ethiopia.)

ADDIS ABADA, Dec. 21.—Recap- 
ture of two Northern Ethiopian vil- 
lages previously held by the Italians 
and the seizure of 10 tanks were 
announced today by the Govern- 
ment. 

A communique said the forces of 
Dedjazmatch Ayele took Enda 
Silasi, 30 miles west of Aksum, and 
Dega Shah on Dec. 15, and that 
“Italian losses were considerable.” 
Enda Silasi and Dega Shah are 
about 35 miles northwest of the 
Takkaze River, scene of a three- 
day battle at the beginning of the 
week. The Italians said more than 
500 Ethiopians were killed in that 
encounter, and placed the Italian 
dead at 272. 

(The victories west of the holy 
city of Aksum, which fell early in 
the Italian invasion, apparently 
took place simultaneously with the 
Takkaze River fighting.) 
Dedjazmatch Ayele announced in 
a message Thursday to the Addis 
Abada government that his men 
had overcome the Italians in a “ma- 
jor engagement near Aksum.” 

The Government's announcement 
recounted that “our forces also cap- 
tured 28 machine guns, two trucks, 
two automobiles and seven white 
Italian prisoners.”

NAZI SYMPATHIZERS REPULSED 
IN FIGHT ON CLUB STAIRWAY 


Twenty-Minute Free-for-All With 
Fists and Chairs at New 
York Beer Party.

NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—A_ 20- 
minute free-for-all fight was pre- 
cipitated tonight when a band of 
Nazi sympathizers, wearing the uni- 
form of storm troopers, visited an 
East Side dance and beer party of 
the German Workers Club. Fists, 
blackjacks and chairs were brought 
into play. The fighting spread to 
the street after club members re- 
pulsed the visitors. When the po- 
lice arrived, many were bruised and 
bleeding, but no one was seriously 
injured. 
The uniformed group of about 20 
appeared at the door of the club, 
at Third avenue and 85th street, 
crying “Heil Hitler!” About 15 
persons, including six women and 
four musicians, were in the hall, 
which is directly over a store and 
is reached by a narrow flight of 
stairs.

HEARING ON REMOVING 
INDICTED MAN TO ST. LOUIS

FORT WORTH, Tex., Dec. 21.— 
A hearing on a petition of the Gov- 
ernment to remove John E. Hamil- 
ton of Forth Worth to St. Louis for 
trial on a mail fraud indictment was 
concluded in Federal Court this 
afternoon and a ruling by Judge 
James C. Wilson is expected Mon- 
day.

Because it may regulate 
commerce it may shield it, it may 
protect it, from that which would 
directly affect it by burdening or 
obstructing it. 

“It is only when that outside 
thing actually impinges or is 
about to impinge on commerce 
that it can be reached by the pow- 
er of Congress. The impingement 
may be prevented, for that is a 
regulation of commerce, but what 
goes on before and outside 
pingement or the threat of it 
beyond the power. 

Offers Illustration. 


“To illustrate, Congress may not 
regulate intrastate railway rates, 
but Congress may shield and pro- 
tect interstate commerce from the 
direct effect of an attempted State 
regulation of such _ rates. 
Manufacturing is not commerce 
nor any part of commerce.

The new purchases are made un- 
der an appropriation by the last 
Congress. About $11,000,000 of the 
appropriatign remains after to- 
day’s purchases. It is understood 
the army expects to allot most of 
this before the first of the year. 

The latest acquisitions for the 
army air corps are in line with 
recommendations made by Secre- 
tary of War Dern for a five-year 
program under which 800 planes 
would be added to the nation’s 
fighting force annually. 

The Dern program calls for an 
annual expenditure of about $70,- 
000,000, it is understood. 

The army at present has in ser- 
vice 1196 planes of all types, of 
which only 839 are combat ships. 
Previously ordered are 370 which 
are scheduled for delivery in 1936. 


LAWYER CONVICTED OF PLOT 
TO PROBATE FORGED WILL 


J. P. Waitches Third Found Guilty 
at Chicago in Case of James 
Thomas Kelly’s Estate,

CHICAGO, Dec. 21.— Attorney 
Julius P. Waitches, 42 years old, 
was convicted by a jury in Criminal 
Court today of conspiracy to pro- 
bate a forged will disposing of the 
$100,000 estate of James Thomas 
Kelly, former vender of a news- 
boys’ paper in St. Louis. 

The jury recommended that 
Waitches serve a one to five-year 
term in the penitentiary. Judge 
John J. Lupe said he would hear 
Waitches’ motion for a new trial 
on Dec. 31. He fixed his bond at 
$10,000. 

The jury was the third chosen to 
try Waitches. A jury disagreed and 
was discharged after the first trial] 
June 26. A mistrial was declared 
when a juror at the second trial 
informed the court an attempt had 
been made to bribe him. 

Waitches was the third to be con- 
victed on indictments growing out 
of the will case.

NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—Jacob B. 
Hoffman, head of a postage stamp 
agency in the Wall Street district, 
was held in $5000 bail tonight on a 
charge of possessing and selling 
counterfeit stamps. Secret Service 
agents said they found in his of- 
fices “a small fortune” in counter- 
feit, washed and genuine stamps, a 
perforating machjne and a gum- 
ming apparatus. 

Capt. William B. Houghton, head 
of the New York Secret Service of- 
fice, said Hoffman, besides selling 
fake stamps to philatélists, served 
as a fence for minor employes of 
financial houses who sold their em- 
ployers’ stamps, and as a “retriev- 
er’ of used stamps which he washed 
in acid to remove the cancellations. 

The place was discovered acci- 
dentally. An agent, questioning 
dealers in the hope of getting in- 
formation on sale of counterfeit 
stamps, told Hoffman he was a 
secret Service man. Hoffman fled 
to a rear laboratory, where a batch 
of stamps was soaking in a pail of 
acid. The agent followed, covered 
Hoffman and eight other occupants 
of the room and telephoned for as- 
sistance. Two men taken into cus- 
tody with Hoffman‘ were released.

GIVEN 10 CHARITIES 


$2851 Left in Treasury of 
Abandoned Christmas Fes- . 
tival Is Distrrbuted. 


It was announced yesterday by 
the committee which managed the 
Post-Dispatch Christmas Festival, 
until the Festival was abandoned 
four years ago, that $2851.71, re- 
maining in the treasury, had been 
distributed to charitable organiza- 
tions for use in spreading Christ- 
mas cheer during the holiday sea- 
son. 

The chief beneficiary of the dis- 
tribution is the United Charities 
Campaign, to which was allotted 
$2000. The other beneficiaries fol- 
low: the Salvation Army of _ 5&t. 
Louis, $500; the Rev. Timothy 
Dempsey’s lunchroom for needy 
men, $300, and the St. Louis Board 
of Children’s Guardians, $51.71. 

The Christmas Festival Commit- 
tee, which included representative 
St. Louisans of Jewish, Protestant 
or Catholic faith, were of the opin- 
ion that persons who contributed to 
the last Christmas Festival fund 
would want the money used with- 
out respect to religious belief. For 
this reason, it was determined that 
the United Charities Campaign, rais- 
ing funds as it does for agencies 
under the auspices of Protestant, 
Jewish and Catholic religions, 
would best answer the purpose, 

United Charities Fund. 

A further reason for contributing 
the major portion of the remaining 
fund to the United Charities was 
the failure of the United Charities 
campaign to reach its goal by more 
than $500,000. Yesterday’s audit of 
the United Charities fund showed 
that $2,133,339.09 had been con- 
tributed. This sum was increased 
to $2,135,339.09 by the gift from the 
Post-Dispatch Christmas Festival 
fund. 

The Salvation Army, the St. Louis 
head of which served as a member 
of the Festival Committee, and 
Father Dempsey’s dining room were 
selected because their provision of 
meals for unfortunates is in har- 
mony with the old Christmas Festi- 
val’s distribution of baskets of food 
for Christmas dinners. 

The money given to the Board of 
Children’s Guardians, which is a4 
municipal agency with headquar- 
ters in the Civil Courts Building, 
will be used to buy toys for chil- 
dren under its care in foster homes. 
A part of the Christmas Festival, 
it will be remembered, was the en- 
tertainment and distribution of 
gifts for needy children Christmas 
morning in the Coliseum. 

Dissolution Meeting. 

The $2851.71 which remained in 
the committee’s treasury until yes- 
terday was the excess over the 
amount needed to meet the cost of 
the Festival in 1931. No festival has 
been held on any succeeding Christ- 
mas, but the hope that conditions 
would change so as to make revival 
practical led the committee to re- 
tain the money. This year, the 
committee reluctantly decided that 
since it had continued to be impos- 
sible to provide Christmas baskets 
and entertainment for all the 
needy adults. and children in ‘the 
city, the time had come to distrib- 
ute the fund to suitable charities. 

The committee’s dissolution meet- 
ing was presided over by Alfred M. 
Roth, 5604 Kingsbury court, who 
helped manage his thirty-second 
annual Festival in 1931. Other vet- 
eran members of the committee and 
the length of their service up to 
1931 are: Mrs. A. H. Sippy, 448 Oak- 
ley drive, 30 years; Robert D. Cor- 
lett, 5612 Julian avenue, 30 years; 
Samuel J. Russack, 4350 McPher- 
son avenue, 25 years, and Nelson 
Cunliff, 4910 West Pine boulevard, 
17 years. The Festival was origi-

JURY TOMORROW 


Final Argument to Be Made 


in Morning in Suit of 
Mrs. Esther Hansel for 
$39,000. 


The suit of Mrs. Esther Ann Han- 
sel for $39,000 from the estate of 
Nathan Frank, millionaire bachelor 
and former Congressman, which 
went to trial before Circuit Judge 
O’Neill Ryan last Monday, will go 
to the jury tomorrow, after presen- 
tation of final arguments of coun- 


sel and the Court’s. instructions. 
Testimony was completed yester- 
day. 

Mrs. Hansel, wife of Dr. French 
K. Hansel, 20 Lewis place, and a 
friend of Frank from 1923 until 
his death in April, 1931, sued the es- 
tate for $44,000, but dropped a $5000 
item in the course of the trial. The 
remaining claims were for $34,000. 
which the plaintiff said Frank had 
invested in a mortgage and mort- 
gage bonds for her with proceeds 
of the sale of some oil property, 
and for $5000, which she said was 
promised her as a commission in a 
trade Of some University City real 
estate. 

On Stand in 

The only rebuttal witness was 
Mrs. Hansel. She took the stand 
for the second time largely to an- 
swer testimony given in a deposi- 
tion by Mrs. Benardine Marquis of 
New York, formerly Frank’s house- 
keeper. Mrs. Hansel denied hav- 
ing told Mrs. Marquis that Frank 
had paid store bills for her or that 
she presented bills to Frank month- 
ly. She also denied that Mrs. Mar- 
quis had purchased clothing for 
her and charged it to Frank. 

With reference to the degree of 
affection in kisses exchanged by 
Mrs. Hansel and Frank, as_  de- 
scribed by Mrs. Marquis, it was de- 
clared by Mrs. Hansel that she aud 
the elderly capitalist kissed each 
other on the cheeks “and in no oth- 
er fashion.” 


Rebuttal. 


Denial was made by the plaintiff ' 


that she had told Clarence M. Tur- 
ley, an office building manager, 
that Frank invested $100,000 for 
her. What she did tell Turley, she 
asserted, was that Frank wanted to 
exchange her $34,000 investments 
for stock of the Julian Petroleum 
Co., in which he thought she might 
make a profit of $50,000 or $100,000. 

Also in rebuttal, counsel for Mrs. 
Hansel read an unsworn statement 
by Miss Mildred Louise Erwin, 4256 
Westminster place, a nurse for 
Frank during his fatal illness at 
Jewish Hospital. This statement 
quoted Miss Erwin as saying Frank 
had told her he had just changed 
his will, by a codicil, to leave the 
bulk of his estate to relatives in- 
stead of for public recreation pur- 
poses. It also attributed to Miss 
Erwin, a witness to the codicil, the 
statement that Frank had told her 
he held “as much as $40,000 of Mrs. 
Hansel’s property.” 

Mrs. Hansel was questioned about 
this statement earlier in the trial 
by lawyers for the estate, who con- 
tended Miss Erwin repudiated parts 
of it when she testified in a con- 
test of the Frank will several 
months ago. 

Executors Testify. 

Two of the three executors of 
Frank's estate testified yesterday, 
concluding presentation: of the de- 
fense case. They were Mrs. Grace 
F, Greenhall, who resides at the 
Congress Hotel, a niece of Frank 
and beneficiary of one-third of his 
residual estate under the codicil to 
his will, and Louis B. Sher.

Average Decline for 145 Major 
Cities in November-October 
Comparison Is 9.4 Pct. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Relief 
rolls decreased 2 per cent both in 
St. Louis and Kansas City, Mo., for 
November in comparison with Oc- 

tober. 

The average decline for 145 major 
cities throughout the country, as 
shown in reports made public by 
Harry L. Hopkins, relief and works 
progress administrator, was 9.4 per 
cent.

RACKETEERING INQUIRY 


BLOWS UPIN NEW YOR 


Cafe Men, Including Dempsey, 
Refuse to Tell Anything 
to Investigators. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—Despite 


the pledge of Special Prosecutor 


Thomas E. Dewey to protect the 
names and persons of reputable in- 
formants, a group of restaurant 
operators declined last week to ex- 
plain certain items on their books 
to New York’s anti-racketeering 
investigators. 

Jack Dempsev was one of the 
subpenaed restaurateurs from 
whom investigators said they were 
unable to get any information, al- 
though the agents said they had 
been told from other sources that 
the former heavyweight champion 
had been intimidated. 

Dempsey was questioned for two 
hours by one of Dewey’s chief as- 
sistants, William B. Herlands, but 
slipped away after the conference, 
reticent to talk about what had 
taken place behind the locked 
doors. 

Dempsey’s associate, Jacob Am- 
ron, said: “Dewey got word that 
Dempsey had paid certain sums to 
an association to let him open the 
restaurant, that we have been pay- 
ing and still are paying tribute to 
the racketeers. We told him (Dew- 
ey) there is no such thing. We 
couldn’t tell him anything.” 

Irked by the silence of reputable 
witnesses, Dewey sought to have 
another restaurateur, Abraham 
Finkel, sent to jail for contempt of 
court for having given evasive an- 
swers. Justice Philip J: McCook 
reserved decision. 

Finkel was questioned particular- 
ly about an item of $1500 on his 
books listed as paid out for “asso- 
ciation dues.” He said the money 
was paid only to smooth over labor 
troubles. 

Repercussions of the disclosures 
of the Dewey investigation were 
felt as far away as California, 
where artichoke growers became 
alarmed over Mayor Fiorello La 
Guardia’s bar on the sale of the 
vegetable in New York City. 

The Mayor said his order; effec- 
tive next Thursday, was aimed at 
“a group of individuals now under 
indictment by the Federal Govern- 
ment charged with restraint of 
trade and unlawful control of such 
artichokes.” 

La Guardia, in his proclamation, 
said it had been reported to him 
that artichake dealers had been in- 
timidated and had asked for pro- 
tection. 

Commissioner of Markets Wil- 
liam F. Morgan estimated that the 
artichoke sales in New York to- 
taled about $1,000,000 annually. 

Later, in reply to questions from 
California artichoke growers, a 
spokesman for the Mayor said that 
“those under indictment are all lo- 
cal men.” 

““The Mayor,” he said, “is con- 
cerned only with the racketeering 
which takes place after the arti- 
chokes reach the New York mar 
ket.”

BRISK HOLIDAY BUYING 


Commerce Department Survey 
Shows 34 Pet. Increase in Sales 
Over Preceding Week. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—The 
Commerce Department reported to- 
day that brisk holiday buying in 
St. Louis and Kansas City contin- 
ued during the week ended Wednes- 
day. 

In its weekly business survey of 
33 major cities, the department 
said, St. Louis department stores 
reported a 34 per cent sales in- 
crease over the preceding week and 
a 1 per cent increase over the cor- 
responding 1934 week. 

St. Louis Christmas shopping, the 
report said, continued in large vol- 
ume with luxuries receiving atten- 
tion. Cold weather has helped some 
wholesale lines. 

Because of mild temperatures, re- 
tail trade in seasonal heavy lines 
slackened in Kansas City, but holi- 
day buying gained noticeably with 
prospects for a 10 per cent gain 
over last December and the largest 
volume since 1929.

170 PARK WORKERS TO 60 
UNLESS FUNDS ARE PROVIDED 


Commissioner Miller Says They 
Will Be Laid Off Jan. 1; 18 
Previously Dismissed. 


Discharge of 170 Park Depart- 
ment laborers will become neces- 
sary Jan. 1 unless a supplementary 
appropriation is made for Park 
Department payrolls, according to 
Park Commissioner William A. 
Miller. The laborers reéeive from 
$3 to $3.50 a day. The Board of Es- 
timate and Apportionment declined 
to approve a bill appropriatiing 
$50,000 additional for the depart- 
ment, which was introduced by Al- 
derman Michael J. Scott, Twenty- 
first Ward member. 

Miller said he had been working 
some of his men part time, paying 
some as little as $45 a month, in an 
effort to make his funds go further, 
but was forced to lay off 18 men a 
month ago.

HELLMANN’S 
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5000 BALLOTS MAILED 
ON MILK AGREEMENT 


AAA Taking Poll of Producers 
in St. Louis Area; Distribu- 
tors Opposed. 


About 5000 ballots by which milk 
producers in the St. Louis market- 
ing area may vote on the market- 
ing agreement proposed following 
a hearing in November before offi- 


cials of the Agricultural ‘Adjust- 
ment Administration, were mailed 
yesterday by Fred L. Shipley, milk 
market administrator under the 
present Federal milk license which 
would be replaced by the agree- 
ment. 

The ballots were accompanied by 
copies of the proposal and franked 
envelopes, requiring no postage, ad- 
dressed to the AAA dairy section at 
Washington, where they will be 
counted. Ballots were not mailed 
to members of the Sanitary Milk 
Producers’ Association since they 
will be represented by that organi- 
zation. Its membership includes 
about 70 per cent of the shippers 
to the St. Louis market. 

With distributors openly opposed 
to the proposed agreement, made 
necessary by the invalidation of li- 
censes because of amendments to 
the Agricultural Adjustment Act, 
voluntary acceptance by dealers 
does not appear probable. The 
agreement becomes effective if 
signed by 50 per cent of the deal- 
ers and half of the producers. 


‘Not Subject to Regulation.’ 

At the AAA hearing, spokesmen 
for the St. Louis and Highland 
Dairy companies expressed the 
opinion they were not subject to 
regulation by the AAA. With the 
Pevely Dairy Co., they distribute 
about 80 per cent of the milk in 
the St. Louis area. Small distribu- 
tors, about 48, because of their lim- 
ited facilities for handling surplus 
milk, urged a reduction in the price 
to be paid for milk sold as bottle 
milk from $2.10 to $2 a hundred 
pounds during the peak production 
months of April, May and’ June. The 
Sanitary Milk Producers’ Associa- 
tion, producers’ co-operative organ- 
ization, would make no such agree- 
ment, although announcing they 
would join in a request for a hear- 
ing on the question next March. 

Without such a provision for a 
seasonal decrease in price paid to 
producers. small distributors’ said 
they could not sign the agreement. 

At Discretion of Officiais. 

If a majority of distributors do 
not sign, the proposed milk market- 
ing order may be put in effect, at 


the discretion of the Secretary of 


| ‘Dressed-U P 


Agriculture and the President, if 
%® per cent of the producers ap- 
prove it. Directors of the Sanitary 
Milk Producers’ Association have 
approved the proposed order as 
drafted. 

In addition to voting on the pro- 
posal, producers also may vote on 
an individual distributor pool, the 
system now in use in determining 
the price received by the producer 
for his milk. Being paid according 
to the use made by the distributor 
of his milk, some producers have 
favored a collective pool and equal- 
ization fund, eliminating variation 
in prices received by producers due 
to variance in amounts of each 
class of milk sold by individual dis- 
tributors. 


HEAD OF BANK ROBBER GANG 
COMMITS SUICIDE IN PRISON 


Jimmie’ Overstreet 
Uses Broken Mirror in Mar- 
quette (Mich.) Penitentiary. 
James S. Overstreet, whose gang 

robbed 12 Illinois banks in 1924, 
ended his life Friday in the Mich- 
igan penitentiary at Marquette, 
where he was serving 35 to 60 
years for bank robbery and an ad- 
ditional term for attempted prison 
break. Prison officers reported 
that “Dressed-Up Jimmie” died of 
wounds he inflicted with a broken 
mirror. 

Overstreet, also known as Hall, 
pleaded guilty in November, 1931, 
of the $14,000 holdup of the First 
National Bank of Mount Clemens, 
Mich., several months earlier. The 
following year he received an addi- 
tional six-year term and was trans- 
ferred from the prison at Jackson 
to the penitentiary for hardened 
offenders at Marquette after a plot 
to dynamite his way out of the 
Jackson prison was discovered. 

Prior to being sentenced in 
Michigan, Overstreet was sent to 
prison in Oxlahoma, but escaped. 
He was also wanted in Kansag for 
bank robbery, and, in a statement 
to police, told of several gang mur- 
ders and pistol fights.

publication. 

Dr. Berry said he and Dr. Syver- 
ton, over a_ period of 18 months, 
had grown in living cells the virus 
of human encephalitis of the St. 
Louis type of strain, named for 
the epidemic in the Missouri city of 
a year ago. Conducting similar ex- 
periments in their respective labor- 
atories, the two propagated the 
virus for the first time outside the 
human body. ° 

Dr. Berry said the work was 
merely “a first step.” The experi- 
ments were conducted, he added by 
obtaining virus from human  pa- 
tients and transferring it into cul- 
ture made with the tissue of mice. 

Both scientists declined to predict 
what effect their work would have 
in the fight to control or eradicate 
“sleeping sickness,” but, according 
to the article in Science, their ex- 
periments are regarded as “extreme- 
ly significant.” 

Dr. Berry and Dr. Syverton for- 
merly were associated with the 
Rockefeller Institute in New York. 
Dr. Berry graduated from Princeton 
University in 1921 and from Johns 
Hopkins in 1925. He joined the med- 
ical school here in 1932. Dr. Syver- 
ton graduated from Harvard Med- 
ical School in 1931, was an interne 
at Duke University and spent two 
years in study of pathology and 
bacteriology at Rockefeller Insti- 
tute. He joined the staff here last 
year.

President James Rowland Angell 
of Yale announced today acquisi- 


tion by the University of the Great 
Benjamin Franklin collection as- 
sembled by William Smith Mason 
of Evanston, Ill, and Pasadena, 
Cal. 

The- collection, said by Angell to 
-be “unquestionably the finest of its 
kind in the country,” was begun by 
Mason, an alumnus of Yale, in 1904, 
and contains 10,000 volumes, besides 
numerous manuscripts, portraits, 
prints, busts and statues. 

Among the manuscripts are 
many that never have been pub- 
lished or published only in part. It 
is planned to have these edited and 
made available for scholars as soon 
as possible. 

The printed parts of the collec- 
tion consist of Franklin’s own 
writings; Franklin imprints, and 
the great body of literature about 
Franklin as well as material relat- 
ing to the revolutionary back- 
ground dating from 1730 to 1790. 
Important Indian treaties made 
in early Colonial days, most of 
them printed by Franklin, who was 
a delegate to most of the conven- 
tions at which they were signed, 
are in the collection. 

Other material includes Frank- 
lin’s “proposals for the education of 
youth in Pennsylvania,” 1749; the 
first German newspaper published 
in America, the Philadelphia Zei- 
tung, 1732, printed by Franklin in 
Philadelphia; and the “Franklin 
Bagatelles,” printed at Passy when 
he was in France. 

There is also one of the most 
complete collections of the “Poor 
Richard Almanack,” which came 


ed by Franklin under the pseudo- 
nym of Richard Saunders, “An 
American Prince Without Subjects, 
his wife being Viceroy over him.” 
“This collection,” said Angell,

Anita Whitney was born in San 


Francisco 68 years ago and. except 


when she attended Wellesley Col- 
lege, where she was graduated in 
the class of 1889, and for a brief 
period when she became interested 
in College Settlement work in New 
York City, she has spent her life 
among the poor in San Francisco 
She had one other 
narrow escape from going to the 
penitentiary. Convicted shortly aft- 
er the war of violating the Califor- 
nia “criminal syndicalism” law for 
her connections with the I. W. W. 
in 1919, she was sentenced to the 
penitentiary for 14 years. Testing 
the constitutionality of this law. her 
case twice went to the United 
States Supreme Court, where the 
law was finally upheld.

TTEMPTING to control an au- 
[A aience's laugh-reaction, some- 

thing the legitimate stage never 
was able to bring to pass, has been 
abandoned by the motion pictures, 
Spring Byington has found. Miss 
Byington, known to Broadway and 
stock for nearly two decades, re- 
cently ventured to Hollywood as a 
free-lance. She had wondered how 
the films timed delays for laughs, 
since stage players invariably.had 
to hold back essential lines, and 
often were forced to improvise ac- 
tion until the audience’s laughter or 
applause subsided. She discovered 
that the film directors simply let 
the patrons do the worrying. 

Recently Miss Byington was on 
tour with a company playing 
“When Ladies Meet.” 

“We were charging only a dollar 
top,” she says, “and for that reason, 
we drew motion picture audiences, 
especially in towns which had not 
had stage plays for some time. We 
all noticed a strange reaction. The 
audiences would burst into laugh- 
ter at comic lines or business, re- 
sponding with surprising speed to 
what was taking place on the stage. 
Through habit and training we 
would pause to give the laughter 
time to die down. 

“But it wasn’t necessary. Those 
people would cease laughing as sud- 
denly as they had begun. Because 
the progress of a picture cannot 
be delayed in the showing, they had 
trained themselves not to allow 
their laughter to spoil coming situa- 
tions. They were anxious not to 
miss a single line of the dialogue. 

“The result was that we old 
troupers had to revise our own 
habits, speaking the lines more 
quickly. The tempo of the play it- 
self was greatly speeded.”

Cross Country Stuff 

ROSS country riding was another popular sport in the beginning 

of the century. That, however, was not selective. If you had to 
leave the main rail arteries, then consisting of the Mexican Central 
Railroad from El Paso and the narrow-gauge Mexican National from 
Laredo, you had to indulge in cross-country riding. Otherwise you 
couldn’t get anywhere. 

Mounted on a road pony first and later on a mule, we took a 
seven-day whirl at that cross-country sport. While it was pretty 
tough for a form untrained to the saddle, it wasn’t a much more ath- 
letic feat than traveling all night in a narrow-gauge sleeping berth. 


We contend that this.is even more exhausting than having to view a 
modern wrestling match. 

The trick about Mexican cross-country’riding is to keep from slip- 
ping over the mule’s head and passing on down the declivity. The 
law of gravitation works constantly, because most of the riding is

Going uphill you can, in a measure, hang around your mount’s 
neck and keep aboard. But going down you have a terrible time keep- 
ing from beating your mount to the bottom.

NEW YORK, Dec. 21. — Santa 
Anita’s second annual $100,000 add- 
ed classic, racing’s richest stake 
event, today seems destined to favor 
the chances of the “despised out- 


sider.” 
While the weights announced for 


the mile-and-a-quarter event appear 
to favor the top-notch horses. The 
idea persists that few of those top- 
notchers will land any too close to 
the prize money. 

Discovery, handicap champion of 
1935, may find the price of fame too 
high next February. A. G. Vander- 
bilt’s mighty son of Display has 
been allotted top weight of 130 
pounds for the long-distance event— 
a weight which some experts think 
will enhance Discovery’s chances 
and make him an odds-on favorite 
to win. 

The weight, however, more than 
five pounds less than Discovery had 
toted in most of his races this year, 
seems to be of the boomerang var- 
iety. 

Always Had Enough Room. 

Discovery, in most of his victories, 
raced against little top-notch oppo 
sition and in fields so small that 
the slow-starting and fast-closing 
Display colt was given enough room 
to make his belated outside dash. 

The few times that Discovery met 
really first-class opposition, the 
weight proved a deciding factor. 
Top Row, A. A. Baroni’s former 
claiming horse, scored twice over 
Discovery this year. 

Top Rew, much better than rated 
and an able distance runner, has 
been given only 116 pounds for the 
Santa Anita. 

The Santa should draw a field of 
at least 20 starters. A field so large 
leads to crowding, shuffling back 
and bumping, factors which prove 
tremendous disadvantages to slow- 
starting horses burdened with 
heavy imposts. 

It appears logical, therefcre, that 
the feather-weighted horses, or 
those in the middle of the handicap 
list, would get the benefit of so 
crowded a field. 

Fine Horses in Field. 

Cavalcade, champion of 1934, and 
on the ailing list most of this year, 
has been given second top-weight 
of 127 pounds. While the weight is 
a tribute to the class of the son of 
Lancegaye, it may also prove his 
undoing should he start in the rich 
event. Cavalcade will make his 
comeback at Santa Anita and will 
have several trial races before the 
big classic. It seems unjust, how- 
ever, to give a horse that has been 
out of competition for more than 
nine months so heavy an impost. 

Top Row’s allottment of 116 
pounds gives the Baroni thorough- 
bred an excellent chance to land the 
big money prize, while Ladysman, 
second last year, and Time Supply, 
third, are in well with only 115 and 
114 pounds, respectively. 

Such classy racers as only one, 
Psychic Bid and Stand Pat, Whop- 
per, Riskulus, Vicar, Good Harvest 
and Prince Fox, horses dangerous in 
any field against the best of com- 
petition, are in well at the weights. 
Only One and Psychic Bid are in 
with 113. Stand Pat, 112; Whopper, 
110; Vicar, 109; Riskulus, 108: Good 
Harvest, 107, and Prince Fox a 
mere 102.

Ten days more of quail shooting 
remain of the 5l-day 1935 season, 
which closes with the last sun- 
down of the year. 

State game and fish officials at 
Jefferson City say that their pre- 
season predictions of a good quail- 
shooting season have been borne 
out in the reports from hunters in 
all sections of the State. Although 
the bobs may not have been as 
plentiful as they have been in ear- 
lier days within the memories of 
the present generation of hunters, 
the 1935 season brought improved 
conditions. Recent mild winters 
and moderate temperatures last 
summer are considered big factors 
in the quail increase. 

Not content with merely listening 
to reports about Bobwhite quail 
hunting in Missouri, Montie Glover, 
chief clerk for the Missouri Game 
and Fish Department, who also 
bears a reputation as an expert 
hunter, early in the season began 
field trips in quest of the “feath- 
ered dynamite.” Nearly every trip 
to various parts of Central Missouri 
has resulted in a full game bag of 
the limit of 10 birds for Glover. He 
says that a good dog doesn’t have 
any difficulty in finding plenty of 
birds, but that the covies vary in 
size. 


Little Turkey Hunting. 


Very little turkey hunting is be- 
ing done in the Ozarks now, re- 
ports from game wardens indi- 
cate, but an increased activity is 
expected during the Christmas holi- 
days. Considerable time is needed 
for successful turkey hunting, and 
one day safaris are seldom fruit- 
ful. The game department at Jef- 
ferson City has been unable to give 
much information about the wild 
turkey kill this season because the 
hunting is done over a widely scat- 
tered area, the kill is light com- 
pared to other game and no official 
notification of the department is 
necessary as in the case of deer 
shooting. The wild turkey season 
also ends at sun-down on the last 
day of the year.

Night Clerk at Chester, Pa., 
Declares He Registered 
Philadelphia 


Newspaper Says. 


Alone,

PHILADELPHIA. Dec. 21. — The 
Record in a copyrighted story says 
Federal agents today questioned 
the clerk of a Chester hotel, who 
related that a young man he thought 
to be Caleb J. Milne IV, alleged to 
have been kidnaped, stayed at the 
hotel last Tuesday night. 

The clerk, Philip McMahon, on 
night duty at the hotel, said the 
man was alone and apparently well 
when he registered as “Harry Mc- 
Laughlin of Buffalo, N. Y.,” Tues- 
day. That was three days after 
Milne disappeared from his New 
York apartment and 24 hours be- 
fore he was found bound and gagged 
in a roadside ditch near Doyles- 
town. 

Harold O. Nathan, in charge of 
the squad of Federal agents, re- 
fused to affirm or deny the story. 
Asked if his men had questioned 
the clerk, he said: “I can’t comment 
on that.” 

Hotel Clerk’s Story. 

The Record says McMahon told 
the Federal agents a young man, 
“extremely nervous and _ excited, 
registered at the hotel at 11:45 
o'clock the night of Dec. 17.” 

“Two Federal agents, after ques- 
tioning McMahon at length, tore the 
page from the hotel register and 
brought it to the Federal investi- 
gation bureau’s Philadelphia offices 
for comparison with handwriting of 
young Milne,” the Record adds. 
Chester is about 10 miles south of 
Philadelphia. 

“The Federal agents,” the Record 
says, “also showed McMahon their 
complete set of photographs 
Milne. 
reactions to them.” 

The newspaper also quotes Mc- 
Mahon as saying hé was alone in 
the hotel lobby when the young man 
walked in Thursday night. 

“He said he had had a long trip,” 
the record quotes the hotel clerk. 
“But his excitement and nervous- 
ness didn’t seem to indicate that. 
I remember he said he had parked 
his car at some garage. I also re- 
call he had a camel’s hair overcoat 
on. I didn’t see him when he left 
the next morning, but our records 
show he checked out at 8:30 a. m. 

“IT had forgotten all about him 
when I[ picked up a newspaper the 
next afternoon and saw several pic- 
I said to another 
clerk, ‘Good heavens, that’s the boy 
who stopped here last night.’”

ASTRONMER DOUBTS THEORY 
ABOUT STAR OF BETHLEHEM 


No Scientific Proof, Says Chicago 
Man, of Idea of Exploding 


CHICAGO, Dee. 21.—Dr. W. D. 
MacMillan, mathematical astron- 
omer at the University of Chicago 
for 30 years, said today the star of 
Bethlehem “is the theme for a beau- 
tiful religious legend, but astron- 
omy agrees the star never existed.” 

He said there was no data to sup- 
port a recently advanced hypothesis 
that the star of Bethlehem might 
have been a nova or “new star,” @x- 
ploding like the famous Nova Her- 
culis of 1034.

Take for 
example two men in different cities 
following the same star. After an 
hour’s traveling both could 100k up 
and each say the star was directly 
above him, yet they would be 
many miles apart.”

FTER 50 years or 
more of nourishing 
what seemed a 
hopeless dream, 
New York has at 
last got round to 
renovating the wa- 
terfront of Manhat- 
tan Island. MHap- 
hazard and un- 
planned growth had resulted in cram- 
ming within the narrow ugly borders 
devoted to transportation a population 
_ greater than those of most sovereign 
nations. Finally that swarming horde 
of men had overflowed the boundaries, 
devastating the surrounding country- 
side. But Manhattan itself remained 
congested, strangling itself in the ar- 
teries devoted to bringing it food and 
wealth. The waterfront improvement 
program is an attempt to end this 
stifling process, to supply the city with 
simplified transportation by an en- 
circling system of speed highways, to 
beautify and improve the shore line so 
that it may become at once a civic 
playground and a pleasant front yard 
for the residential parts of the city, 
which are moving more and more to- 

wards the riverfronts. 

To have any conception of its scope 
one must form a picture of New York 
as a whole. Manhattan Island is the 
capital of a vast metropolitan area 
shaped something like a right triangle. 
The right angle is on Long Island. 
The legs are equal in length. One 
stretches 20 miles north to Yonkers, 
one 20 miles west to Perth Amboy. 
On maps Manhattan is a finger-like 


sliver starting midway between these 
points and-pointing seven miles north- 
ward towards Yonkers. It is sepa- 
rated from all the sections it domi- 
nates by the Hudson River and its 
estuary, the East or Harlem River. 
Streets leading to the Harlem wa- 
terfront make every bridge a bottle- 
neck-and become traffic jams when- 
ever a boat passes. The East Side, 
long a congested slum area, is be- 
ing invaded by fashionable apart- 
ment houses, whose inhabitants must 
go to the center of the island to drive 
downtown or uptown. The Hudson 
shore has hitherto contributed even 
less to lightening the traffic burdens 
of the midtown avenues. Its lower 
third is a cluttered manufacturing and 


shipping section; its upper two-thirds: 


are the Riverside drive section, the 
only part of the entire waterfront to 
any extent improved. Even its im- 
provement has been crippled by rail- 
road tracks. ' 

New York gets its food supply by 
truck, ship and railroad. There Is 
only one freight line on Manhat- 
tan. This runs down the Hudson be- 
tween Riverside drive and the water. 
Where Riverside drive ends ‘Death 
Avenue’ begins. Here for many years 
freight trains intersected more than 
100 crosstown streets, many of which 
were traveled by 1000 cars and 
trucks an hour. By an old 0or- 
dinance, the locomotive had to be pre- 
ceded by a man on horseback to warn 
traffic. 

It was unplanned growth that 
brought the present chaotic condi- 
tion. Severe and far-reaching plan- 
ning is being used to cope with 
it’ Two important sections of the plan 


os _ 


are already well under way—the con- 
struction of a broad overhead motor 
highway down the West Side from 
Riverside drive to the tip of the island 
and the remodeling of the railroad 
line. The essential part of the high- 
way, a straight thoroughfare two sto- 
ries above street level, is finished save 
for a dozen blocks in the middle and 
is traveled by 30,000-cars a day. 

The railroad improvements are even

more imposing. Building the down- 
town elevated tracks has provided en- 
gineers with an engrossing exercise. 
They have had to run them through 
the second stories of large buildings, 
to build sidings with truck space be- 
low, to devise spurs for such essential 
loading centers as the new Parcel Post 
Building and new freight terminals 
capable of dealing with various com- 
modities in the most efficient, cheap 
and up-to-date manner possible. While 
large sections of the freight line 
remain incomplete, the system will 
presently be carrying New York's vast 
freight traffic right up to its steamer 
landings almost unobtrusively. Elec- 
tric and Diesel-electric locomotives 
will supplant the present switch en- 
gines and the crowded midtown cross 
streets will be left unhampered. In 
the midtown section trains will pass 
through an open cut depression. 
When the line gets to Riverside 
Park, the place where the overhead 
highway now ends and Riverside drive 
begins, it will be kept at its present 
level, near the waterfront, but for al- 
most three miles the land will be filled 
in around the tracks, so that they will 
actually become a 
subway. Concrete 
retaining walls are 
already being con- 
structed, the water- 
front is being 
straightened out 
and the foundations

er became a substitute assistant in

School, with a dieting threat hanging 
over her that would have discouraged 
an ordinary person. Bravely, she tried 
bananas and skimmed milk, lamb 
chops’ and pineapple, raw fruit and 
every other fad. It was no use. She was 
born hungry and she loved to eat. 
Even when she kept up a diet for an 
appreciable. period, she never lost 
more than a pound. And the pound 
popped back as soon as she stopped. 
Each year she reapplied for a perma- 
nent license and each year the Board 
tossed its challenge back at her. 

At the end of the last school year, 
she got a final warning. Reduce—or 
else. 

“Teachers should be acceptable hy- 
gienic models for their pupils in the 
matter of weight,’’ Harry Levy, chair- 
man of the Board of Examiners, 
warned.

disability. That isn’t fair to other 
teachers who pay into the pension 
fund. In the second place, we can't 
have teachers who might give their 
pupils emotional reactions.’’ 

Miss Stevenson opined, in response 
to a query, that you could call a small 
boy’s snicker at a stout teacher an 
emotional reaction. 

“Teachers,’’ broke in another Board 
member, ‘‘must climb stairs, take part 
in fire drills and be able to handle all 
real school emergencies.

And a written report of the Board 
stated: ‘‘Medical experience indicates 
that markedly underweight or mark- 
edly overweight persons have relative- 
ly higher mortality and morbidity 
rates than persons of normal weight in 
middle life.

She 
registered for a field course in nature 
study at Cornell, which entailed daily 
hikes through woods and over moun- 
tains in quest of botanical specimens. 
Before her fellow botanists were 
awake in the morning, Miss Friestater 
was cantering over the countryside 
alone in her quest for slimness. Re- 
ligiously, she played several sets of 
tennis daily. 

But for all the hiking, bouncing, 
racket-swinging and perspiration she 
was still slave to qbesity at the end of 
the summer. When she came to 
Ithaca she weighed 181 (one pound 
was lost in the shuffle somewhere be- 
fore this year). When she left Itha- 
ca, a pathetically smiling girl in clothes 
that still squeezed tightly, Miss Frie- 
stater still weighed 181. 

Once more Miss Friestater renewed 
her application for a license. Once 
more the application bounced back. 
Then she enlisted the services of Dr. 
Gerald Schuman. Under his direction 
she undertook a course of careful diet, 
exercise and massage—a course which 
the doctor described as ‘‘nothing 
fancy’’ and not harmful to health. For 
three months she followed the regimen 
faithfully, and in that time she took 
off, it has been disclosed, 30 pounds. 
The other day her attorney told the 
State Education Department that her 
weight was down to the 150 pounds it 
had specified. Fully clothed she 
weighs 154 pounds now, he said, 
making her only slightly plump, as 
she is five feet two inches tall. 

A poll of Teachers College faculty, 
Columbia University, where they teach 
teachers, favored Miss Friestater. 

Prof. N. L. Englehardt said: ‘‘I 
don't believe that the heavy teacher 
is more inclined to be inefficient. The 
fattest man I ever knew—President 
Taft—was also the best teacher I ever 
knew.’ Dr. Englehardt is constructed 
along ample lines.

There are good fat teachers 
and good thin teachers and bad teach- 
ers of both types. No generalization 
can be made safely. 
‘Learning is the light of a pupil's 
life. Do you think a large teacher 
would get more in the way of that 


light than a normal-sized teacher?” 


Dr. Dunn is comfortably uphol- 
stered. 

Dr. Charles Brownell, Professor of 
Health Education and a Slim Jim type, 
voted against fat, in these words: ‘The 
teacher should represent in body and 
mind everything that the child should 
want to become. Overweight is a de- 
fect, similar to any orthopedic defect, 
and should be classed as such.” 

Dr. George S. Counts, Professor of 
Education, also of the slim group, was 
inclined to spoof. He said: ‘Fat peo- 
ple have a higher mortality rate and 
I understand that was one of the 
points weighed by the Board in refus- 
ing Miss Friestater a license. But I 
think that, for the good of the chil- 
dren, teachers should die young, so 
fat educators would have all the best 
of it. Aside from that, the matter of 
weight is entirely irrelevant to the 
question of classroom efficiency.”’

They were talking to each other one 
night over the vast reaches of the Pa- 
cific Ocean. Suddenly, the Alaskan 
fell silent in the middle of a setence.

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anxiety of the New Zealander, waiting 
tensely at his loud speaker, thousands 
of miles away. 

There is humor in the strange situa- 
tions popping up in the game. The 
wife of a Maplewood enthusiast was 
talking recently over a basement set 
to the wife of another amateur in New 
York City. A vagrant mouse ran 
across the floor and a feminine scream 
flashed over the air. The husband 
hurried to the microphone to explain 
the unusual ‘‘static.’’ 

The same woman, later that eve- 
ning, happened to touch a small con- 
denser, receiving a slight but startling 
shock. Her inadvertent “damn!” was 
another thing the husband had to ex- 
plain away before the microphone. 

“Ham” radio is not an exclusive 
hobby of school boys, to be dropped 
as one grows older. To be able to 
reach out to distant cities, countries 
and continents, to experience the thrill 
of ‘working’ a new station, perhaps 
5000 .miles away, holds a lasting fas- 
cination for those of all ages and pur- 
suits.

This is FB (fine business) and 
let me hear from you again. The YL 
(wife) and I send 73s (best regards).”’ 

Records of the Federal Communi- 

cations Commission show that anta- 
teurs, on 33 occasions between 1919 
and 1933, have given valuable aid in 
floods, hurricances, tornadoes and 
wrecks.

ISSOURI is one of 
the principal pros- 
pecting grounds in 
the aviation treas- 
ure hunt which 
the Federal Gov- 
ernment is carry- 
ing on — the 
search for a cheap, 
easy-to-operate air- 
plane, the dreamed-of ‘foolproof’ 
flivver plane, for which a rich 
market is believed to be waiting. Of 
the seven experimental ships which 
the Department of Commerce has 
ordered in its efforts to develop a 
type suited to popular use, two have 
been made in this State, and another 
craft of Missouri manufacture is being 
prepared for official scrutiny. 

An all-metal, low-wing monoplane 
has been turned out at the Curtiss- 
Wright factory at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field, Robertson, Missouri, and an 
automobile-motored ship at the Fahlin 
Aircraft Company’s plant at Marshall, 
both under Government contract. At 
St. Joseph, an all-metal, pusher-type 
plane using an automobile motor has 
been produced by Hayden Campbell. 

The Curtiss-Wright ship was deliv- 
ered to the Government the other day 
and flown to Washington by Eugene 
Vidal, director of the Bureau of Air 
Commerce: of the Department of Com- 
merce. Called the Curtiss-Wright 
Coupe, this craft resembles in appear- 
ance the latest high-speed transports, 
except, of course, that it is much 
smaller, having a length of 25 feet 5 
inches, a height of 7 feet 2 inches and 
a wing span of 35 feet. The cabin 
accommodates two persons, sitting 
side by side, and is fitted with dual 
controls. 

Ninety horsepower is the rating of 
its Lambert R-266 engine, which 
gives it a high speed of 131 miles 
and a cruising speed of 115. The 
landing speed is 40 miles an hour and 


the normal cruising range is 6580 
miles. The machine weighs 1142 
pounds empty and can carry a useful 
load of about 650 pounds. 

While the design is conventional, on 
the whole, it incorporates advanced 
features making for safety and ease 
of operation. The landing gear is so 
constructed as to shorten take-off and 
landing runs and prevent nosing-over, 
wing slots and flaps reduce landing 
speed, there is a fixed auxiliary air- 
foil on each wingtip designed to pre- 
vent inadvertent spinning, the long 
tail makes for general stability. The 
fullest possible vision for the pilot 
is provided, and the construction 
throughout is exceptionally sturdy. 

The price of this machine is con- 
siderably above the “popular” range. 
The Air Commerce Bureau will pay 
about $12,000 for the coupe, but this 
figure includes some $5000 of devel- 
opment costs; ships of this kind can 
be sold now for about $7000. How- 
ever, low maintenance cost — due 
partly to durability of construction 
and materials and accessibility of 
parts—and low operating cost are 
claimed for the ship, and the con- 
struction is said to be of a type that 
would lend itself to quantity produc- 
tion, which would mean much lower 
price, 

At the time the Curtiss-Wright 
award was made, John H. Geisse, 
chief of the Air Commerce Bureau's 
development section, said the contract 
represented ‘‘an investigation of the 
possibilities of metal construction, in- 
cluding stressed skin construction (in 
which the metal covering of wings and 
other components carries some of the 
flight load) in designing for private 
owners.”’ 

The other Government order placed 
in Missouri was for a small cabin 
monoplane powered with an automo- 
bile engine. This craft has been built 
by the- Fahlin company at Marshall 
and is now being tested there in prep- 
aration for de- | 
livery.

HE horrible, the ridic- 
ulous, the most wanton 
cruelties of chance met in 
the strange accidents of 
1936. There was, for 
example, Fred Clark of 
Newark, O., who made a 
pass ata fly while he was shaving, for- 
got to put down his razor, and took a 
quarter-inch slice from the tip of his 
nose. And C. J. Westcott, who made a 
grand slam in a bridge game at 
Boise, Ida., grasped the bottom of 
his collapsible chair, leaped to his feet 
and nearly severed a finger as the 
chair closed on it. 

A Chicago undertaker was killed 
when riding in his own hearse. Lloyd 
Larson, truck-driver, tipped over and 
spilled most of 750 gallons of wine 
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directly in front of the Woman’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union in Yonkers, 
N. Y. Hoy Quong, Chinese merchant 
of Los Angeles, was drowned in a 
bucket.. He was drinking from it, 
fainted and slumped forward so that 
his head was submerged. 

James Devereaux of Chicago died 
of a skull fracture when he lost his 
balance as he was putting on his shoes. 
In Cedar Rapids, Ia., Mrs. Elizabeth 
Fleming suffered fractures of hip and 
wrist in the same way. Edward 
Barush, Chicago, turned his head to 
look at a passing automobile, got a 
crick in his neck, stumbled, fell, 
struck his head on the sidewalk and 
suffered a brain concussion.

experimental plane is a high-wing 
craft of conventional design. Its cabin 
has side-by-side seats for two persons. 
A Plymouth engine developing 80 
horsepower is used. This gives the 
ship a maximum speed of 115 miles an 
hour and a cruising speed of 95. Its 
fuselage is of metal and it has a 
‘“*knee-action” landing gear. It is 21 
feet long, with a 32-foot wing. The 
maker calls it a ‘“‘Plymo-coupe.”’ 

This machine gets fairly close to 
the low-price field, due partly to the 
low original cost of its engine—about 
$150. It is priced, under small-scale 
production, at $1895. It is also rep- 
resented as having economical advan- 
tages in maintenance and operation, 
as motor servicing is cheaper than 
with an airplane engine. It flies from 
20 to 25 miles on a gallon of gas. 


HE Campbell plane constructed 
3 at St. Joseph also employs an 

automobile motor, in this case a 
Ford V-8. The motor is mounted 
above and behind the cabin, with the 
propeller in the rear. The ship is an 
all-metal two-seater, with cabin ap- 
pointments similar to those of a me- 
dium-priced automobile. The weight 
is about 1200 pounds, wing 30 feet, 
and length .20 feet. 

At a cruising speed of 110 miles an 
hour, this monoplane is said to get 
close to 25 miles out of a gallon of 
gasoline. Its special safety equipment 
consists principally of its novel land- 
ing gear. There are three wheels, 
two behind the center of gravity, the 
third well forward. This arrange- 
ment eliminates the necessity of rais- 
ing the tail in gaining fly- 
ing speed or lowering it 
beyond the horizontal in 
landing. Con- 
struction of its 
shock struts is 
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his own 4-year- 
old son.

RAILROAD WILLY'—WHO GETS THE SHOW 
THERE ON TIME 


speaks with rapid efficiency and 
scarcely the trace of a New York ac- 
cent. Only such momentary lapses as 
when he calls the Kentucky town ‘‘Pa- 
dooker’’ reveal his origin. These 
things are superficial. What is most 
immediately recognized in his pres- 
ence is an air of invulnerable self-pos- 
session and impersonality. “I hate to 
think of myself as I,’ he remarked 
during a moment of rare expansive- 
ness. “I like letters beginning ‘Am 
writing you for the purpose of... .’ 
The first person singular annoys me.”’ 
He is about as fragile as a small dia- 
mond. 

On the theory that restaurateurs 
always have at least enough to eat, 
his father wanted to have Willy fol- 
low him into the lunch-room business. 
He himself wanted to be a teacher. He 
was bright and there seemed a good 
chance. After attending New York 
public schools he went to the College 
of the City of New York and later 
transferred to New York University. 
Then the money gave out and at 16 
he had to earn his own living. 


IS reasons for having wanted to 
H be a teacher were precise. He 

liked English literature, espe- 
cially drama. He wanted to prove that 
Shakespeare is not Great Poetry but 
splendid theater. He hated to see it 
butchered and dissected in a class- 
room. Once he shocked his teacher by 
calling ‘‘Macbeth”’ a rattling good mel- 
odrama. To him Shakespeare was pri- 
marily a dramatist and a gifted pro- 
ducer—‘“‘like Belasco, Max Gordon or 
Sam Harris.’’ When faced with the ne- 
cessity of ending his formal education, 
he turned naturally to the theater. His 
first job was at the Hippodrome. His 
second with John Philip Sousa. His 
third, Sir Harry Lauder. 

The Hippodrome in those days, just 
after the beginning of the war, was in 
its fabulous prime. Charles Bancroft 
Dillingham, one of the ablest of pro- 
ducers and at that time manager of 
nine other theaters besides, had turned 
its variety programs into a unique 
American institution. It is still one 
of the biggest theaters in the world 


(capacity 56200) and in 1915 it was 


sometimes sold out for eight weeks in 
advance. Its gross intake was some- 
times $100,000 a week, and Willy re- 
members one Sunday benefit, which 
included Caruso, Galli-Curci, John 
McCormack and a symphony orchestra, 
for which the box office took in that 
much in one night. Such audiences 
involved a very complicated ticket-tak-

ing process. Willy, who began by 
tending to box office odds and ends, 
was quickly promoted to ticket or- 
derer. The precise nature of this job 
and of the improvements he intro- 
duced need not be described here. Let 
it suffice that when he left town to 
assist in managing ‘‘Hip, Hip Hooray,” 
the Hippodrome’s road show, it took 
six people to fill his place. 


It was through the road manager of 
this colossal tour, Harry Askin, that 
he was made assistant advance agent 
for John Philip Sousa and his band, 
and through his work for Sousa that 
he became known as Railroad Willy. 
There is no particular story behind 
the nickname. He acquired it nat- 
urally by knowing more about how to 
get from place to place on a train than 


THE VETERAN OF A THOUSAND

N 1876 a chubby, apple-

Today that girl has become a wom- 
an of 73, with white, bobbed hair and 
soft brown eyes, who for the last 50 
years has marched on thousands of 
picket lines, helped organize hundreds 
of strikes, worked on dozens of inves- 
tigating committees, raised funds for 
any number of causes, and been ar- 
Tested 36 times, having spent 21 days 
early this fall in jail in Nebraska, 
On a charge of unlawful assembly. 
Her name is Mrs. Ella Reeve Bloor 
Omholt, but she is known as ‘‘Mother 
Bloor” to working men and women 
throughout the country. 

When she takes time off from her 
Speech-making tours and her innu- 
Merable committee meetings, she 
spends a quiet evening at her home 
in Quakertown, Pennsylvania, with her 
51-year-old husband, a North” Dakota 
Drairie farmer, Andrew Omholt, whom 
she met and married out West five 
years ago. 

Like his wife, “Andy” Omholt, who 
fame to America from Norway in 
1905, is interested in helping poor 
People get higher wages and better 

Conditions; while his wife trav- 
‘ls around the country speaking for 
American League Against War and 
Or collecting money for ‘‘po- 
prisoners’ like Angelo Herndon. 
holt works among the farmers in 
Bucks and Montgomery counties, 
Pennsylvania. trying to get them to 
the Farmers’ National Commit- 

tee for Action. 

Ella Reeve, who once wrote text- 

ks on natural history for the Chi- 
80 public schools, who once planned 
® scientific career for herself, who 
Went to college when such things were 
Wnusual for women, was, born of 

Senuine American stock. Her father’s 
family had come to America in the 
16008, and her mother’s people 


movement. 


arrived in this country early in the 
eighteenth century with the French 
Huguenots. Ella Reeve's relatives on 
both sides fought in the American 
Revolution; her father, uncles and 
cousins all fought in the Civil War. 

When Ella was 17, her mother 
died, and Ella got married and moved 
to Woodstown, near her uncle. Chil- 
dren were born, but though they oc- 
cupied much of her time, Ella began 
to think seriously of the shortcomings 
of being a woman. When she was 24, 
she wrote an article on woman’s suf- 
frage which was published in the 
county paper at Woodstown and 
caused a furore among the townsfolk. 

Soon Ella and her family, now con- 
sisting of four children, moved to 
Philadelphia, where the young moth- 
er fulfilled her ambition and entered 
the University of Pennsylvania, bi- 
cycling there every day from her 
home. 


but somehow she became more in- 

terested in the Ethical Culture So- 
ciety than in her school work, and 
soon found herself working among a 
group of Philadelphia weavers whv 
were also interested in the Ethical Cul- 
ture movement. Ella Reeve went 
among the weavers and found that 
woman workers, who did the same 
work as men, earned only one-fourth 
of the wages paid to the men. The 
weavers asked Ella Reeve to join their 
union and help them fight for equal 
pay; she joined her first union there. 

In a little while Ella and her fam- 
ily moved to New York, where she 
met Eugene V. Debs, just then re- 
leased from jail, where he had served 
a sentence for leading a strike at the 
Pullman car shops. She also met Dan- 
iel DeLeon, Lucian Sanial and a group 
of other men interested in the Socialist 
Ella went back to Phil- 
adelphia and joined the ~ Socialist 
Party; from that time on she never 
ceased her work as an agitator, a 
speaker and an organizer wherever 
the fight was the thickest, leading 
strikes and running for office on the 
Socialist ticket. 

In 1906, when she was 44 years 
old, Ella Reeve was State organizer 
for the Socialist party in Connecticut, 
making a living for her brood of chil- 


Sou: studied zoology and botany, 


dren, then six in 
number, by writ- 
ing for the local 
newspaper, Up- 
ton Sinclair, who 
had created a 
tremendous stir 
with his book, 
“The Jungle,” 
urged her to 
come to Chicago, 
where an investi- 
gating commit- 
tee appointed by 
President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt 
was coming to 
look into the 
facts which Sin- 
etair nad 
brought forth in 
his book. Ella 
Reeve had pre- 
viously gathered 
material for Up- 
ton Sinclair on 
the glass indus- 
try, child labor 
and other things. Ella Reeve went to 
Chicago and worked with the investi- 
gating committee, which led to some 
changes for the better in the stock- 
yards. At another time Ella Reeve got 
herself a job inside the stockyards in 
order to write a series of articles on 
the ‘“‘spotted meat’’ department, s0 
called because the tins containing the 
meat were so old that they were spot- 
ted with rust. It was then that Ella 
Reeve began signing herself Ella 
Reeve Bloor, and the name of ‘‘Bloor’’ 
has stuck to her ever since. 

Mother Bloor was approaching 50, 
but her enthusiasm was greater than 
that of any young woman. 

She had first tasted jail in the '90s, 
when she had been arrested in the 
Manayunk section Of Philadelphia and 
spent a night in jail. After that, 
she had served jonger ‘sentences on 
charges like ‘‘disorderly conduct,”’ 
‘disturbing the peace’ and ‘resisting 
arrest.’’ In 1911 there was a miners’ 
strike in Ohio and ‘‘Mother Bloor,’’ 
taking along her two youngest chil- 
dren, Dick, 13, and Carl, 11, went on 
a lecture tour for the Socialist Party. 
From there she went to West Vir- 
ginia, where she worked with that fa- 
mous leader of the miners, ‘‘Mother 


“Mother Bloor.” 


Jones.”’ Both of 
them helped the 
miners build 
their union and 
raise funds for 
the strikers. 

It was not 
easy work for a 
woman, because 
there were no 
automobiles, and 
in order to go 
from one coal 
camp to another, 
it was necessary 
to mount horses 
or even donkeys 
and travel over 
rough roads or 
on railroad 
handcars. Final- 
eee: OS Re 
‘Mother’ Bloor” 
took a vacation 
and went to Eu- 
rope, where she 
met such famous 
labor leaders as 
Karl Liebknecht, Tom Mann and Keir 
Hardie. 

When she came back to this country 
there was a strike at the General Elec- 
tric plant in Schenectady. ‘Mother 
Bloor’ took charge of the 2000 girls 
on the picket line. After the strike 
was won, the Central Labor Union 
asked Ella Reeve Bloor to go out to 
Calumet, Michigan, where for five 
months the copper miners had been 
on strike. That very night ‘Mother 
Bloor’ left for Michigan, where she 
began organizing relief committees 
and helpling to deliver relief to the 
outlying camps, which meant hiking 
across frozen ground for miles. 


ROM Michigan she went to Colo- 
] errs where the miners were 

striking for recognition of their 
union, the United Mine Workers of 
America. 

She saw the poor conditions in 
which the miners and their wives and 
children lived, and she went East to 
collect money to help them. 

From one end of the country to the 
other ‘‘Mother Bloor’ has gone to 
help this or that strike. In her 
sixties, she hitch-hiked across the 
country twice. At the end of her 


most railroad men do. Sousa, who was 
already an elderly man and one of 
the most generally popular musicians 
in the hemisphere, had to waste as 
little time as possible between road 
engagements. This is always true of 
show people who have heavy equip- 
ment and a large company to trans- 
port. They can only tour profitably 
by traveling with enormous efficiency 
between the small towns——-the s80- 
called one and two-nighters. Aside 
from the regular business of an ad- 
vance agent—-which involves arrang- 
ing the price scale with theater man- 
agers, getting up an advertising sched- 
ule, breaking the advance publicity and 
writing the advertising——Willy under- 
took to see that the band moved with 
unprecedented speed. 

Doing this has nothing to do with 
ordinary time tables. The Sousa Band 
had a special train (not An extra, 
which is the fastest kind of all) and 
was entitled to certain privileges. 
Willy knew all the railroad operating 
schedules almost by heart. These 
show speed limits in every block of 
tracks. He also knew the conditions 
of the tracks and the railroad equip- 
ment, the locations of sidings and the 
weaknesses of operating managers. 

One pitch-black night an astonished 
baggage master noticed Willy picking 
out the Sousa baggage car without a 
light, apparently by simply stroking 
its side. The legend grew up that he 
knew rolling stock so intimately he 
could recognize any car he knew by 
touch. And, though he’s an honest, 
modest fellow, he never disillusioned 
them by explaining it was his own 
padlock he recognized, not the feel of 
the car. The almost superstitious re- 
spect of railroad men was worth a lot 
more to him than their enlightenment. 
When he had to go to them to ask 
them to arrange an impossibly fast 
run, he was always equipped with a 
battery of facts, some of which train 
men didn't know themselves. His 
greatest satisfaction is to solve a time 
problem that hasn't been tried. 

His most spectacular feat of this 
kind was getting Sousa’s Band from 
Akron, Ohio, to Hammond, Indiana 
(350 miles) between two consecutive 
one-day engagements, each of which 
included a sold-out matinee, while 
transporting the conductor himself 
through a snowstorm to Marquette 
University (450 miles) for the bestow- 
al of a Doctor of Music degree and 
back to Hammond (100 miles) in time 
for the performance. He did this by 
getting special trains and police es-

corts through Chicago and Milwaukee. 
The railroads co-operated as a special 
honor to Sousa. One of them had 
three extra locomotives waiting on 
sidings —as understudies. In Ham- 
mond the matinee was to begin with 
a trick piece in which each choir of 
musicians stayed backstage until its 
entrance came in the score. Just as 
this ended, John Philip Sousa, Mus. 
D., Marquette, walked in to conduct 
“Semper Fidelis.’’ Of course, it made 
a publicity yarn, too. “The old man 
may be dead, but he still makes good 
copy,’ Willy adds. He idolized him. 

After five years with Sousa, Willy 
spent a year with Sir Harry Lauder. 
Then he heralded “Green Pastures’’ 
on the last two years of its three on 
the road, when it began to play the 
one-night stands. He is now advance 
agent for Zoe Akins’ ‘“‘The Old Maid.” 
In between times he’s spent a season 
in a New York booking office and an- 
other as executive secretary for the 
Chicago Civic Opera Company. He is 
proud that every show he has served 
has been first class of its kind. The 
Hippodrome was that. Sousa was in- 
troducing first-rate band music to re- 
mote audiences—‘doing for music 
what I wanted to do for Shakespeare 
——making it fun.’’ The two plays were 
both Pulitzer Prize winners.

Bloor’ got up and addressed the 
pickets; a few minutes later she was 
arrested, bailed out, and arrested 
again later in the day. 

When the textile workers struck in 
Passaic, New Jersey, ‘‘Mother Bloor’’ 
raised thousands of dollars in relief 
for them. When the men of the 
Gastonia mills went out on strike, 
Ella Reeve Bloor toured from coast 
to coast and collected funds for them. 
Only a few years ago she became in- 
terested in the farmers; it was out in 
North Dakota that she met her pres- 
ent husband and the two of them 
spent their honeymoon trying to or- 
ganize the farmers in Iowa. 

‘“‘Mother Bloor’’ likes the story of 
the farmers’ milk strike in Iowa in 
1932. She says that on the first day 
she was there, there was a big parade 
and meeting under the auspices of the 
Farmers’ Holiday Association, of 
which Milo Reno is the head. ‘‘Mother 
Bloor’ mixed in the crowd and began 
talking with the farmers. Finally 
she asked one of them where the lead- 
ers were. He answered that they were 
down speaking with the Governors. 
“Are you going to have any speak- 
ers?’’ asked ‘‘Mother Bloor.” “Can you 
speak?’’ the farmer countered. ‘A lit- 
tle.’ The farmer shouted, “I’ve got 
a speaker!”’ and ‘‘Mother Bloor’ got 
up and spoke for an hour. After that, 
she stayed with the farmers on their 
strike. Later she was elected region- 
al secretary for the Farmers’ National 
Relief Conference, 

At present ‘‘Mother Bloor” is most 
interested in organizing men and 
women, young and old, to join togeth- 
er and prevent war. 
United States Congress Against War 
was held in New York City, 
“Mother Bloor”’ arrived with 40 farm 
delegates from the West. On the 
last night of the Congress news 
came of the tragedy in Ambridge, 
Pennsylvania, where, during a steel 
strike, many of the strikers had 
been seriously injured. One of the 
men had died and word had gone 
out that no one from the out- 
side would be allowed to speak at his 
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When the first - 


funeral. But “Mother Bloor” went to 
Ambridge that night. She walked right 
through the deputies’ lines at the cem- 
etery. She began speaking to the 
mourners. A deputy thrust a gun 
into her back, shouting, “Stop!” But 
“Mother Bloor’ went right on, and 
the deputy did not shoot. 

Recently, while she was organizing 
a regional conference against war and 
Fascism among the farmers of Ne- 
braska, she was arrested in a chicken 
pickers’ strike. She had been called 
to Loup City to help a strike there 
against the Fairmont Creamery. There 
was a disturbance between the Farm- 
ers’ Holiday Association and some out- 
siders; the next day ‘‘Mother Bloor” 
was arrested in Grand Island and con- 
fronted again with a jail term. 


HEY took her back to Loup City 

and charged her with “inciting 

to riot.’’ She was given a 30-day 

sentence for unlawful assembly, and 

she has recently, after the failure of 

several appeals, completed her sen- 
tence. 

Today, in spite of her 73 years, she 
is as active as ever. Last summer she 
gave a lecture course at Common- 
wealth College in Mena, Arkansas. A 
few months ago she attended the Na- 
tional Congress for Unemployment and 
Social Insurance in Washington, D. C.; 
when she got up to speak before the 
assembly, which was composed of sea- 
men in dungarees, farmers in overalls, 
cowboys in broad-brimmed hats, ma- 
chinists from Schenectady, miners 
from Colorado and trade union wom- 
en from Philadelphia, she received a 
tremendous ovation. 

Ella Reeve Bloor is a happy, ener- 
getic woman; she has a strong, clear 
voice and she is as ready as she ever 
was to help people. out of trouble in 
the way she thinks is right. Nor does 
she worry about getting into trouble 
herself. 

She is ready to go off to a strike or . 
a picket line at a minute’s notice; and 
when somebody is indiscreet enough 
to mention her years, she berates him 
and declares that she knows she is go- 
ing to live to be at least 100. ‘“‘My 
greatest desire today,’’ declares ‘‘Moth- 
er Bloor,” “is to work for the young 
and to keep them out of war.”’

Scientists say such ‘“‘murder by 
suggestion” is possible. Judge 
Dahl and his daughter were both 

faterested in spiritualism, a sub- 
ject hotly debated in Norway as 
elsewhere; more, the supposed 
“suggestions” of the imminence 
and desirability of death had 
eome from spiritualistic sources. 
Sit was not strange that the Su- 
e Court called in a board of 
peychologists and psychiatrists;

Although 69 years old, Judge 
Dahi was a hiker of parts and an 
unusually strong swimmer.

Hundreds were 
there on the after- 
noon of August 8, 
1934, and with them 
were Judge and Mrs. 
Dahil and their daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Koeber, a 
widely-known spiritual- 
ist medium. 

Mrs. Koeber, 40 years 
old, wife of a university 
instructor, had doctor’s or- 
ders not to swim, but ig- 
nored them to dash into the 
water for a few minutes with 
her father. She had returned 
to her towel and robe on the 
beach when Judge Dahl, only 
200 yards out in the shallow 
water, sank out of sight, as 
though he had lost his footing. 

His daughter started to run to 
help him, but he reappeared, 
smiling, and shouted, “Don’t go in 
the water.’’ 

With these words he sank again. 
Lifeguards waded out and found 
him lying motionless on the bot- 
tom. They carried him ashore 
and hastily set about applying 
first aid, with artificial respira- 
tion. A physician ran down the 
beach and took. charge. But all 
their efforts were in vain. 

Judge Dahl was a man of un- 
usual personality and of a. dis- 
tinguished career on the bench, 
culminating in a quarter-century 
as City Judge of Fredrikstad. 
His book, ‘‘We On Earth,” pub- 
lished in 1930, had been trans- 
lated into many languages and led 
the late Sir Arthur Conan Doyle 
to make a special trip to Norway. 
The cirumstances of his death 
could not escape the utmost scru- 
tiny. 

Judge Dahl had carried acci- 
dent insurance equivalent to $16, 
000, which was considered unusu- 
ally high. An autopsy physician 
found indication that friction be- 
tween the fourth and fifth verter- 
brae had caused some infiltration 
of blood in front of the spinal 
column. 
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She apparently had definite ideas 
as to the size of the murderer. I 
said to Dean: “Let all of them go 
but the tall ones. You see what 
I’m trying to do now, don't you? 
Get a good working description of 
the murderer in this case. Now 
this child, like most children, has 
a good memory for faces, but she 
can't talk well enough to put 
what we want to know into words. 
We've got to work out the descrip- 
tion by showing her different col- 
ored men till we find one that 
looks enough like the criminal to 
stir her memory.”’ 

It was quite a job. Bessie kept 
shaking her head as each colored 
man was brought in, and some of 
the time no amount of question- 
ing could get her to tell what de- 
tail was wrong. But with the help 
of the Mount Holly colored popu- 
lation and the bag of gumdrops 
we had worked out quite a fair 
description before noon. The man 
we were after was tall, very dark 
in color, quite thin, with a sort of 
fat face and prominent eyes. Of 
course, that description was vague, 
and wouldn't be of much service 
unless we had some other lead, 
but in connection with any other 
lead at all, it would point us to 
the right man, and it gave me par- 
ticular confidence in  Besssie’s 
ability to identify the man. 

The next thing I did was get 
out a map and work on it to find 
out where I was liable to find my 
criminal. Dean had suggested the 
evening before that the fact the 
two had picked on one woman 
alone in the house with a little 
girl was evidence they were local 
men, or at least that they had lo- 
cal knowledge. 

I didn’t think so. Aguinat the 
idea was the very strong evidence 
of the empty cookie jar. Local 
men, even if they hadn't had 
breakfast, would be more anxious 
than strangers to get away from 
the place, because they'd be sure 
they would be recognized, where- 
as these murderers had spent time 
to hunt for something and eat it 
when time was all-important to 
them.

sleuth, Justice Thomas Bonnevie 
of the Supreme Court of Norway. 
Judge Bonnevie was a distan§ rel- 
ative of Judge Dahl. He had been 
concerned by his cousin’s drift to 
the occult, and there, he felt, 
might Lie the answer. 

The outcome of his strenuous 
and exhaustive study was a 28- 
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“Let's see, I was trying to find 
out why they made Moorestown 
in the first place. Now there are 
lots of roads running south from 
New York and New England, but 
if you're really going south of 
New Jersey, you've got to keep 
along the Delaware and go 
through Philadelphia. Therefore, 
our two tramps were off the main 
road, a good many miles off it.”’ 

“Yes, and they could have made 
the trip faster by riding the blind 
baggage, toa.’’ 

“True, and that’s another point. 
Both of them taken together show 
definitely that these two tramps 
were doing something unusual. 
They were going South slowly and 
going far out of their way. The 
normal road would take them 
through Princeton, Trenton and 
Camden.

Therefore, the 
whole business took place in the 
barn, the murderers finding Miss 
Allison there when they arrived. 
That means it was early in the 
morning, when she was out look- 
ing after the barn before anything 
else.

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page report discarding alike the 
autopsy implHcations of physical 
injury, the probability of accident- 
al drowning and the suspicion of 
mereenary motives aroused by the 
insurance. 

He held that there was no com- 
mon motive to destroy Judge Dahl, 
but an aberrant, twisted impulse 
rooted in a morbid if perhaps un- 


conscious thirst for prestige (one 
of a few too human aims psychol- 
ogists say inevitably go sour) 
and growing out of his daughter's 
‘dabbling in spiritualism.’”’ 

He contended that Dahl's own 
will had been hammered and bent 
into a weapon for his murder. He 
reasoned that the impulse to die 
by drowning had been systematic- 
ally planted in Judge Dahl by 
spiritualistic ‘‘messages,’’ nurtured 
and brought to maturity so adroit- 
ly on the day of his death that his 
sick will could no more command 
his muscles to save him than if he 
had been bound hand and foot. 

He reasoned that those facts im- 
puted dangerous insanity to the 


mind that conceived the ‘‘spiritual- 
ist conspiracy,’’ and he demanded 
the arrest, as that person, of Mrs. 
Koeber. 

Mrs. Koeber herself urged im- 
‘mediate and thorough trial. Since 
Norwegian law prohibits question- 
ing of a defendant under oath, she 
volunteered to submit to it as a 
witness; formal ‘charges, if any 
obtained, to be placed when she 
left the stand. Her offer was ac- 
cepted. The result was ‘“‘the witch 
trial of Oslo.’’ 

It came out that Judge Dahl, 
eminent as his name had become 
in the field, had at first strongly 
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when the streets were just begin- 
ning to stir. It would be so much 
more convenient for them to come 
at night, when there would be no 
interruption.”’ 

“I see now. But you said about 
looking at those maps that you 
were going to try and figure out 
where they were going?”’ 

“IT think it seems pretty obvi- 
ous, in view of what we've been 
talking about. They're heading 
South, and as they'll have to get 
rid of the watch somewhere, 
they'll turn up in one of the big- 
ger cities.

OW, you see, that’s the way 
Nv have to work things out 
in this business. I didn’t 
have very much to start on, 
but by this time I had a pretty 
good case put together, if I 
only could find the right man to 
hang it of. I had a _ descrip- 
tion of them that, while not 
perfect, was pretty good; I had 
practically an eyewitness in little 
Bessie, I had a cast in mud of 
one of his footprints, and it was 
very distinctive. I knew what di- 
rection he was going and where 
he would probably appear next. 
Of course, I didn’t know much 
about the second robber, if there 
was a second one—his existence 
rested on only one piece of evi- 
dence—but if we caught the first 
one, he'd probably not be far 
away. 
if I had had more time I would 
have checked things over more 


carefully and might even have se- , 


cured further indications. The 
time element was the important 
thing. Whatever we did depend- 
ed upon catching the robber be- 
fore he had a chance to get rid 
of that watch. That was why I 
got on the phone as soon as I 
had finished my conversation 
with Dean and spread an alarm 
to Washington, Philadelphia and 
Baltimore for our Negro tramps. 

I hadn't any more than 
down the receiver when the phone 
rang again. It was the British 
Consul in Philadelphia, and would 
you believe it, he already had 1 
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report from the Liverpool police, 
less than twenty-four hours after 
we had cabled them! You have 
to admit those Englishmen were 
all right. They had started in 
on a census of all the jewelry 
shops in Liverpool, asking them 
about the Reverend Allison’s gold 
watch, although it was more than 
five years old. They had the 
number of it and a good descrip- 
tion. 

As soon as I got that report, I 
got on the wire again and advised 
the police of the three cities I 
mentioned, telling them it was 
urgent and a bad murder case, 
and asking them to warn all 
pawnshops at once. If a Negro 
came in with the watch he was 
to be detained till an officer 
could be called. Then I sat down 
to draft a circular for distribu- 
tion in cities farther south. But 
that circular was never printed, 
because before ] left the office 
that night Baltimore called back 
to say they had caught a Negro 
who answered Bessie’s description 
trying to pawn the Allison watch. 
That was an arrest within forty- 
eight hours of the crime which 
wasn't so bad, considering how 
little we had to start with. 

The man's name was Rufus 
Johnson. I went down there to 
get him and found he was one

opposed the seances that his 
daughter began about 1920 and 
pursued with such success, in a 
spiritualistic way, that the famous 
Doyle himself commented: ‘Mrs.

Judge Dahl surrendered to his 
daughter’s interest when she con- 
vinced him she had received com- 
munications from relatives he 
mourned. 

He had been deeply affected by 
the loss of his two sons five years 
apart, Ludvig in 1919 and Ragnar 
in 1924. Ludvig died, significant- 
ly, Justice Bonnevie contends, by 
drowning. Judge Dahl’s later 
years were saddened, too, by the 
gradual loss of his hearing, which 
he was at pains to conceal though 
he could not hide it from close 
associates.

sive seances, with successive-

A year to the day before his 
death, a seance was held at his 
home by Mrs. Astrid Stolt Nilsen. 
She wrote down in trance a “num- 
bered letter,”’ a message in figures 
to be decoded after reception. 

Judge Dahl, who was present, 
glanced at it and apparently trans- 
lated it at sight, for he immediate- 
ly suggested that decoding it 
should be avoided “in order to be 
safe from the women’s curiosity.”’ 
It was sealed and put away. 

On August 7, 1934, he held a 
seance at which only he and Mrs. 
Koeber, who presided at most of 
them, were present. She testified 
that then she “saw” her father 
with his sons, free of deafness and 
in good spirits. 

The next day, Judge Dahl was 
dead. The numbered letter, sealed 
exactly a year previously, was 
opened and decoded. It was: 

“In August, 1934, Judge Dahl 
will meet death.”
